Porter. 


"Fortunately we are such a proat 


nation that this situation 
will not 


anse." 


Porter vehemnntly denied Demo- 


cratic assertions that th« passage of 
tha resolution is a desertion of the 
allies. 
"If anyone is guilty' of dot,nrtion, 


tbe allies left the United Sto-tos in 
putting the Versailles treaty into ef- 
fect without tlw approval 
of this 


country," he said. 


Porter claimed that President Har- 


ding prefers the house resolution to 
the Knox plan because it does not re- 
peal the declaration of war and docs 
not infringe upon his power 


"Obviously, tho president, accord- 


ing to a speech before conprress, does 
not desiro the repeal of war," said 
Porter, "as he expressly limits it to 
a state of peace 
Perhaps be felt as 


many of many us do tho solemn war 
declaration should remain on the rec- 
ords of the republic forever, 
ap- 


pease the outraged conscience of the 
American people at the wanton acts 
of the imperial German government. 


"Furthermore the senate resolution 


fl-tes many terms and conditions of 
the treaty to be made with our 
enemies, thereby unmistakably invit- 
ing the president's prerogatives which 
vests with him initiative in the mak- 
ing of treaties " 


A sharp attack against republican

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Principal W. S. Ford Warns 


Against Violation of Child 


Labor Laws. 


Sixty child labor permits were is- 


sued this week by Principal W. S. 
Ford of the vocational school. 
Fifty 


of these were vacation permits and 
ten were regular permits. Only one 
permit was issued to a. child under 
14. 


Many of the permits were issued to 


boys who are to act as caddies at the 
goif links and to children who are to 
work as messengers. For the benefit 
of parents and employers, Mr. Ford 
gives the following information in re- 
gard to these permits: 


"A permit is necessary 
for 
any 


time, for any child unless he or she 
is employed on a farm. There is ab- 
solutely no exception to this as the 
child labor laws are very strict ana 
.carry heavy penalties for their viola- 
tion. A 'street trades' permit may be 
issued to any child over 12 years to 
allow him to carry papers. 


"Children .between 12 and 14 may 


work during vacations but may only 
be employed in a store, office, mer- 
cantile establishment, telegraph, tele- 
phone or public messenger sen-ice in 
the place where the children reside. 
The law restricts the work of children 
under 16 to 48 hours per week and 
they must not be employed at any 
dangerous or hazardous occupations 
or in any vocation which is detrimen- 
•tal to their morals. 


"Very few people," said Mr. Ford, 


"know just how to secure a child la- 
t>cr permit. 
AH that is necessary is 


for the employer to send a letter to 
the local deputy saying he will give 
the 
child 
employment. The child 


must then present a birth record be- 
fore the permit will be issued. 


"In securing a street trades per- 


mit, an application must be filled out 
by the school principal and the par- 
ent. Ail permits issued by any local 
deputy must be passed upon by the 
state industrial commission which is 
the final authority in all matters 01 
child employment. 


"I am of the opinion," Mr. Ford 


F,,iid. "that a few Appleton employers 
have hired girls without permits. The 
law includes girls as well as boys 
when it requires a permit. No boy or 
girl under IT can be lawfully employed 


nl°ps n pnrmit has been issued them. 


In C.ISP of accident, persons employ- 
ing children without a permit are 
liable for triple indemnity and a fine 
of from $10 to $200 per day for each 
violation of the law. After the child's 
employment has terminated, the per- 
mit must be returned to the local de- 
puty immediately. The law provides a 
penalty of $2 for each day the permit 
.'is retained. 


Permits may be applied for at any 


time at Principal Ford's office in the 
vocational school. The office will be 
open all summer from 9 till 5 o'clock 
each day except Saturday.

States government about §4.500.000.- 
000 money borrowed in a time of stress 
to help prosecute the World war. British 
investors still hold $200.000.000 worth 
of bonds which were bought in good faith 
after our Civil war from the so-called re- 
construction or "carpet-Bag" and Negro 
governments of the southern states while 
these were supported by federal bayonets, 
and which were repudiated as illegal by 
the later white southern state governments 
coming back into power when the policy 
of federal intervention in the South was 
abandoned. The Springfield (.Mass.1! Re- 
publican now offers the important sugges-

Great Britain's present debt to the Unit- 
ed States be reduced to the extent of the 
amount owed to British citizens by the car- 
pet-ba-g and Negro governments of the 
southern states. 


Doubtless it will be argued that the 


United States government is not responsi- 
ble for the debts created by the carpet- 
bap and Negro governments which ruled 
some southern states for eight and others 
for ten years, but morally the United 
States government is responsible because 
the policy adopted by the federal congress

"been a member of any state legislature. 
or held any executive or judicial office in 
any stale, and afterward engaged in in- 
surrection against the United States or 
given aid or comfort to the enemies there- 
of"-—•'when congress did this it disfran- 
chised not only the intelligence but the 
bulk of the white South and automatically 
placed the southern state governments in 
the hands of the Negroes and a few ''car- 
pet-bag" whites from distant states, thus 
becoming morally responsible for what 
followed. 
What followed was a satur- 


nalia of misrule, unrestrained corruption 
and 
undisguised robbery. 
When the 


South's whites Cits mimerical majority) 
were permitted to return to power and 
found the treasuries so thoroughly looted 
there was nothing left to steal, it could 
hardly have been expected that the obli- 
gations of the profligate Negro govern- 
ments would be assumed. Even without 
doing so the impoverished South stag- 
gered for many years under heavy bur- 
dens and suffered great privations. 


Nevertheless, the British investors had

and still 
have a right to their money, 


and the United States government would 
perform a just as well as a generous act 
if the 
value of the repudiated bonds 


should now be deducted from the more 
than 22 times greater debt which Great 
Britain owes this country. This proposi- 
tion, which would automatically remove 
a. stain from the financial honor of Ameri- 
ca,, is worthy of serious consideration at 
Washington.

With an 
endowment 
fund 
of only 


$177.38 he started the Fouadlin^ Home 


in an old frame house. Friends donated 
discarded furniture. The first crib was a 
basket filled with shavings. That was in 
1871. The lone' foundling in the basket 
of shavingt soon had company. Babies 
wrapped in newspapers or placed in old 
baskets or suitcases were left at the door. 
All were tenderly received and cared for 
with love and mercy. 


"1 would come home from school and 


find foundlings all over my 'bed." said 
Frances C. Shipman. who has carried on 
the work since her father's death. 
"We 


have a houseful of babies. Comparative- 
ly few are abandoned nowadays, for our 
institution and others in Chicago receive 
expectant 
mothers. We also help the 


father with his motherless baby—the man 
who cannot afford the prices charged by 
private boarding houses. The Foundling's 
Home is proud of the fact that a number 
of its babies served with distinction in 
the late wax. Its experience has been that 
the illegitnna.t-e child makes just as noble 
and true a man or woman as can be 
found. 


It must be a matter of great pride to 


the daughter of Dr. Shipman. 
Among 


men who have don£ humanitarian work 
for communities, he was easily in the first 
ranks. His worthy 
cause, his humble 


start, his firm faith that Providence would 
provide funds-^are these not an incentive 
for the rest of us. to do what we can to 


this a better world? 


AN EXAMPLE OF FOETITUDE

nounce that Premier Lloyd George, suf- 
fering from overwork, has been ordered 
to take a complete rest. Then in a few 
days the little Welshman is baek at his 
post, again shouldering the greatest bur- 
den that any British premier has been 
called upon to carry for many generations. 


There seems to be no limit to the stay- 


ing and recuperative powers of _the mar- 
velous man who is guiding the destinies 
of the British empire during these try- 
ing years. He is the only statesman in a 
position of authority in any of the great 
nations who has survived the war upheav- 
al, whose physical, mental and moral pow- 
ers have proven equal to the tremendous 
strain of the past half dozen years. 


Whether one agrees or disagrees with 


the Lloyd-George policies: whatever posi- 
tion history may give to him, it is doubt- 
ful if his example of fortitude and courage 
has been equaled in the last fifty years 
of the world's statesmanship.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


Warts on Scouts 


I am in the Boy Scout organization and live among 


boys in camp a great deal of the time. I have 
warts (7) on my left hand. At one time I tried to 
burn them out with muriatic acid, but since then 
several new ones appeared. Are warts contagious 
—should I or other boys with warts handle food 
to be eaten by boys who have no warts? How do 
warts originate, and what is the cure lor them? 
(J. D. F., Jr.) 
ANSWER—To begin with, warts are medically 


termed verrucae—which is discouragement at the 
outset, for when doctors are up a tree the first 
thing they resort to is a frightful term, which often 
OOPS subdue the inquistive 
patient. 
Of 
course 


there are the usual fifty-seven varieties of ver- 
racuae, of which verruca vulgaris is perhaps the 
most interesting to us. 
Warts are probably very mildly contagious, but 


provided your manner of handling the food is clean- 
ly, there is no objection on that score. That they 
are communicable, however, has been proved by 
numerous inoculation experiments. 


There is some reason to think that warts may be 


caused by frequent contact of the skin with all 
kinds of dirt—what everybody understands by dirty 
hands, for example. No specific germ has been de- 
termined. 
Sometimes painting the warts and intervening 


skin with iodine, once each four or five days if skin 
does not become too irritated, will apparently cause 
them to disappear after a few such applications. 


Warts com? and go inexplicably that their going 


i? just naturally associated with all sorts of reme- 
dies, from porkrind filched from grandma at mid- 
night to a mild sunburn of the affected area. If 
anybody told me he knew a sure cure for warts, 
I'd never believe in him any more. 


Sparking with the high frequency electric cur- 


rent (fulguration) is a very successful treatment. In 
some cases this has to be repeated a second time. 


Freezing with solidified CO2—carbon dioxide snow 


—is another good remedy, applicable only by a 
physician. 


One or two or three warts on the hands or else- 


where would be best excised under local anesthesia. 


Sometimes the daily painting of a wart with the 


familiar corn cure proves successful: 


Salicylic acid 
30 grains 


. Flexible collodion 
1 ounce 


The following lotion has given good satisfaction 


in the removal of considerable numbers of warts 
from any part of the skin, though I do not advise 
it for the face unless under your own physician's 
direction: 


Burnt lime 
4 drams 


Sublimed sulphur 
1 ounce 


Distilled water 
10 ounces 


Boil, constanting stirring, down to six ounces, then 


filter. Apply to skin each night for a week. Stop 
if skin becomes irritated.

This question is receiving much so- 


ber, scientific discussion in New York 
as a result of the tremendous number 


of 
bigamy cases 


that have recently 
filled the courts. 
As far as psychol- 
ogists can dope it 
out, there are two 
distinct 
types of 


bigamists — the 
kind that deliber- 
ately goes in for 
plural marriage as 
a 
rrtoney-making 


proposition, 
and 


the kind that mar- 
ries over and over 
again for lack of 
the heart 
to re- 


fuse. 


• There is Flor- 
ence, for instance 
who 
is just 
a 


mere flappers fifteen years old and 
she has already had two husbands in 
the space of a few months. Her first 
marriage took place last November 
when she was wedded to a ninete-en- 
year-old 
youth who worked in a 


cheese 
factory. 
Florence 
deserted 


this 
youth after 
a few days. On 


April 2 she married again, this time 
a twenty-three-year-old iron nveter, 
who promised her a honeymoon to 
Philadelphia. But Florence left him 
too, after which he found out about 
her first marriage. 
, 


When arrested on the charge of big- 


amy, the girl simply shrugged her 
shoulders. "Why worry?" she soothed 
her mother, who had burst into tsars. 
"They can't do anything to me. I'm 
a minor." 


This careless attitude toward the 


holy state of 
matrimony was also 


flaunted in court by a young stock 
actor who was recently arrested in 
a novel manner for having more than 
his legal quota of wives. 


He was playing juvenile in a New 


England stock company when he re- 
ceived a telegram from a wife ask- 
ing him to hurry to New York at 
once. 
She would 
meet him in the 


Pennsylvania station. 


Jack hastily packed his suitcase and 


did as he was told. As he 
came 


through the 
Boston 
train gate, a 


small, blond woman rushed forward 
and threw her arms about his neck. 


"Hello, Kid." said Jack tenderly. 
The next moment a detective placed 


a heavy hand on Jack's shoulder and 
told him he was under arrest. 
The 


small blond woman quickly withdrew 
her embrace and beckoned to two 
other women who had been watching 
the scene with intense interest. 


The Deceiver Deceived 


"Come on," she called triumphant- 


ly, "here he is. I told you he'd come. 
Now we can all go to court and have 
the matter settled." 


"So it's a conspiracy of wives," 


suggested the victim, as the two other 
women joined the group. "And you're 
in it too, Honey," he added reproach- 
fully to the youngest one, who later 
turned out to be Wife No. 3. "Well, 
well, I never expected the three of 
you to be here to meet me—." 


And thus conversing pleasantly, the 


detective, his prisoner and his three 
wives sauntered off to court. 
There 


Jack was asked to explain why he had 
married three different women. As 
none of the women possessed money 
or life insurance, the 'judge could see 
no possible motive lor such idiocy. 
Neither could Jack. Finally, he said 
he supposed it was just because he 
wanted to be agreeable. They were all 
charming girls, and he couldnt bear 
to disappoint them by telling them he 
was already married. 


According to the psychologists, both 


Jack and Florence conform to a true 
bigamist type. 
Each represents an 


individual who is extremely sympa- 
thetic, sentimental and weak-willed. 
Florence admitted that she was not 
in love with either of the men she 
married, but each told her a long and 
eloquent history of his troubles, she 
felt sorry for hinv, and so she allowed 
herself to be persuaded into matrimo- 
ny. Jack felt 
the same way. 
He 


couldn't say "No" to a girl who want- 
ed to marry him. At the time he was 
apprehended he was on the point of 
marrying a fourth spouse, a young ac- 
tress in the same company with him. 


These are only two of a long list 


of bigamy cases that have hftrrassed 
and bewildered New York judges. The 
season began with a large crop of in- 
voluntary bigamists, both men and 
women, who had received forged di- 
vorco decrees 
from a fake divorce 


lawyer. People who, believing them- 
selves to be respectably divorced, had 
married a second time, suddenly dis- 
covered that their decrees were worth- 
loss bits of paper and that they were 


still legally tied to theltf flrst spouses 
Perhaps the publicity given to this 
unfortunate circumstance started the 
bigamy wave—who knows? At any 
rate, bigamy has been a spectacular 
feature of our metropolitan life ever 
since. 


There have been only a few deliber- 


ate bigamists to deal with, although 
criminals of this type are always at 
large. The man who marries a large 
number of women in order to get their 
savings or life Insurance is a common 
figure in the courts. 
To this type 


belongs the modern French Blusbeard 
whose crimes crowded the war news 
off the front pages of the Paris news- 
papers, and to this type also belongs 
the young California, woman who was 
recently accused of haying poisoned 
four husbands. 


But the new bigamy wave Is large- 


ly a by-product of the war. The war 
seriated families and shuffled hus- 
bi^ds and wives about in a danger- 
ols way without entirely obliterating 
their trails. Men were thrown so vio- 
lently out 
of their routine that it 


seemed as if their old life had ended 
—but, alas, it had not. 


A Happy Double Family 


Such a victim of rapid change is 


Antoine Ruyts, a Belgian, who was re- 
cently brought into a New York court, 
accused of having a French as well as 
a Belgian wife in his home. Would 
Antoine kindly explain how he came 
to break the law? Antoine would: 


When the Germans descended upon 


Belgium in 1914, Ruyts was dwelling 
peacefully in Antwerp with his wife, 
Charlotte, and their five children. 
The Germans took Antwerp. 
The 


family was broken up. Antoine went 
to a prison camp. 


Two years later, he escaped and got 


through the lines into France. He se- 
cured employment in Paris and there 
made the acquaintance of Mme. Ma- 
rie Pierre-Labar, an attractive widow 
of 38. The new environment was so 
different from the old one in Belgium 
that it seemed to Antoine as if he had 
escaped to another planet. He was 
not in love with the widow Pierre- 
Labar, but he liked her, and she was 
an excellent manager. 
And Char- 


lotte, he thought, was doubtless dead. 


The war over, Antoine and the wi- 


dow came to America. At Ellis Island 
they were told they could not enter 
unless they were married. Well, why 
not? To be held up by a little thing 
like that! So a mission priest at El- 
lis Island performed the necessary 
ceremony. 


But to his amazement Antoine soon 


found that his past seemed closer to 
him in this country than it ever had 
m Paris. He began to pine for his 
daughters, 
and last 
November 
he 


wrote to his Belgian wife Charlotte, to 
join him in America, bringing fifteen- 
year-old Virginia 
and the younger 


Philomene with her. 


In due time they arrived. Antoine 


wept tears of joy upon seeing them, 
and swore that the widow Pierre-La- 
bar 
should 
immediately 
depart- 


from his life. As it happened, how- 
ever, the widow did .not see things 
that way at all. She continued- to re- 
main in the apartment of Antoine, 
reorganizing the household on a new 
basis and 
managing 
it as before. 


Charlotte she took to work with her 
every day at the costumers' where she 
was employed, and the children she 
placed in school. All might have gone 
well, as it seems to do in so many of 
these bigamy cases, if the neighbors 
had not discovered the circumstanc- 
es and had Antoine arrested. 


Such cases present great difficul- 


ties to well-meaning: judges, especial- 
ly when a man is found to have two 
wives, both having children and both 
dependent upon him for support. If 
the wives don't object, why should the 
court? This was the somewhat unus- 
ual position recently 
taken by the 


Federal authorities in the case of an 
Italian who came in great distress to 
the police when he suddenly found 
himself with two wives and two sets 
of children on his hands. He had left 
his "first wife and their son in Italy 
while ho came 
to this country to 


make his fortune. 
During the war, 


he sent her the passage money to 
corne to America and join him, but 
hearing nothing In reply, he assumed 
sh.3 was dead. He thereupon married 
a Pennsylvania widow, who is now 
the mother of two babies. Thus, ima- 
gine the poor man's plight when a few 
weeks ago Wife No. 1 and her son 
arrived from Italy, evincing great de- 
light at seeing him. 


Sometimes a near male relative, an 


obliging brother or uncle, steps nobly 
to the rescue in a situation of this 
kind, but in the absence of such a 
hero, some authorities think the best 
solution is to set the bigamist free to 
work out his own difficulties.

The Japanese, loyal students _ot 
what we are pleased to call our med- 
ical science,« became convinced that 
the Korean burial methods must be 
dangerous, particularly in epidemic 
time, and the country being men- 
aced with the approaching cholera 
the government issued an order that 
burials should be in controlled and 
regulated cemeteries. 


They 
could not have 
hit Korean 


sensibilities in a tenderer spot. The 
Korean, like the Chinaman, passion- 
ately desires to have his family bury- 
ing ground under his front windows 
where he can fit and brood over it 
and be nicely miserable Bitter, there- 
fore, 
was the resentment 
when he 


hard that the precious privilege had 
been taken from him. 


When the governer general heard 


about this he summoned the Central 
Council, an advisory body of Koreans, 
to talk over the matter with him. The 
result was that he frankly admitted a 
mistake had been made and rescinded 
the order, fixing up a compromise^ by 
which graves are to be more than six 
inches deep.

The first Japanese administrations 


in Korea laid strict and oppressive 
limits on the press. Some enlightened 
Japanese objected, pointing out that 
the world elsewhere had passed or be- 
lieved it had passed beyond the stage 
of press muzzling. The next Japan- 
ese administration admitted the error 
and removed the onerous destructions. 
When Ihe Japanese arrived their idea 
was to fill the administrative olices, 
so far as they could, with their own 
countrymen and, for the rest, pay 
Koreans at a lower rato of salary. 
When this was assailed r,; unfair, 
Laron 
Saito, the present 
Governor 


said he thought so too, and made an 
order putting Koreans and Japanese 
on the same basis in the public ser- 
vice.- At first the Japanese officers 
and representatives in Korea, even 
to teachers, adorned themselves with 


uniforms and swords. This was de- 
nounced 
as ridiculous. 
The wise 


Governor General said he thought 
so too and made an order abolishing 
the practice. 


Give Home Rule 


In the beginning the general Jap- 


anese purpose was *o govern Korea 
as England has governed India. When 
it became apparent that the Koreans 
resented the iron heel and required 
something else the Japanese tried to 


, give it to them. They haven't suc- 


i ceeded, but I think they have tried 


i honestly and m accordance with their 
rights. The Governor General has in- 
stituted a system by which seven sec- 
retaries go "about the country openly 
! conferring with leading Koreans as to 
! desirable measures and reforms. This 
| is regarded as an important conces- 


I si on to tho principle of popular sov- 
'ereignty and one that ought to keep 
the people still and happy; honestly 
so regarded, for the thing is meant in 
perfect good faith. 


Nineteen in twenty intelligent Jap- 


anese will tell you that the long 
stretched out control of the govern- 
ment by the militarists was a blunder 
and rejoice that it has been corrected. 
They will tell you that the armed in- 
vasion 
of Siberia was a militarist 


blunder and the suggested retention 
of Shantung another and rejoice that 
ii has been corrected. 


The Japanese system of government 


is bad enough, Heaven knows. I de- 
test 
it and so does 
every 
other 


American 
who becomes acquainted 


with it. But it is not bad in the way 
it 
is represented to be; it 
is bad 


through ineptitude, surviving feudal- 
ism 
and fossilized 
monarchy, not 


through wilful invention nor because 
of satanic cunning setting out to con- 
quer the earth. 


No other country in the world, so 


far as" I know, not even France, is so 
much the victim of misrepresentation. 
Take this matter of Shantung, for one 
instance. 
The Gentians grabbed it 


first as pretended reparation for an 


alleged murder and then forced from 
the Chinese a long lease. When Jap- 
an entered the war her first business 
necessarily was to put Germany out 
of the Orient and she took Shantung. 
There was every European precedent 
for her to keep it, at least until the ex- 
piration of the lease. Who In Amer- 
ica knows that disregarding the ex- 
amples 
of Hong Kong, Wei-hai-wei, 


Indo-China, 
Liao-tung, Japan has 


tried three times to open negotiations 
with China for the return of Shan- 
tung and has failed through no fault 
of her own, 


"Nevertheless," said Viscount Kan- 


eko to me, "We will return Shan- 
tung. We have said that we will and 
we will. It pill again become Chinese 
territory. 
We shall ask for some 


reasonable concessions for joint rail- 
road operation and for free ports open 
to the world, but there will no no an- 
nexation. Japan has been strangely 
represented in this whole matter." 


It most assuredly has and, there 


ought to be searching inquiry as to 
the reasons for this. 
i 


For instance—-what connection, if 


any, with the armament makers and 
the battleship builders? 


Also, what connection, if any, with 


the profound British disgust over Jap- 
an's steady invasion of the world's 
carrying trade?
